Bacterial Rat Foigon 


‘Reference Section II, eekly Bulletin No. 95, above subject. The long- 
standing practice by the Winistry of Agriculture and Forestry of distributing 
bacilli cultures of salmonella organisms for use in the preparation of rat baits 
has been officially discontinued by instructions dated 18 December 1948 to the 
Prefectural Governors, The instructions state in part "You are, therefore, 
requested to notify the prefectural agricultural experiment stations, which have 
been charged to distribute the said bacilli for the purpose of destroying wild | 
rats, to suspend immediately such Seen until otherwise notified henceforth." 


Reference is also made to page ‘ Natural Resources Section Weekly Summary 
No. 169 for the period 2-8 January 1949, item 1, subject, "Use of Bacteria for Rat 
Control Discontinued," Subject reference explains the action taken to prohibit the 
use of bacterial cultures for rat poison, and quotes the instructions sent out by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry, 


Since the practice of using bacterial rat poison is one of long-stending a¢ or 
is suggested thet Military Government Health Officers be on the alert for viola- 
tions of these instructions, 


Due to the presence of epidemic smallpox in South Korea ®nd in Mindoro Island, 
Philippines and to the seasonal recurrence of smallpox in the port cities of China, 
the provisions of SCAP Circular #9, dated 29 March 1948 eppliceble to epidemic 
smallpox areas hsve been invoked, 


Until further notice all persons arriving in Japan from China, South Korea or 
Mindoro Island are to have in their possession certificates showing successful 
vaccination against smallpox within the preceding sixty dsys,. 


_ Persons entering Japan from all other countries sre required, as heretofore, to 
have evidence of successful smallpox vaccination and inoculation against typhoid- 
paratyphoid within the preceding twelve months.

Salaries of Nurses - Health Centers 


The number of nurses whose salaries are subsidized by the Ministry of Welfare 
is determined by the number and classification of heslth centers in each pre- 
fecture (A, B, or C health centers), Inclocure No, 1, lists the actual number of 
nurses and midwives working in each prefecture as against the actual number of 
nurses and midwives that could be employed based on the Ministry of Welfare budget 
allocations, On 17 oe 1948, Public Health Bureau instruction (Koseisho Hatsu 
Ken) No., 3, Subject, "Concerning the Establishment of Steff Following the Fnlarge- 
ment of Health Center Setup", was sent out to 211 prefectursl governors and at the 
same time furnished the iene ion as contained in referenced inclosure, 


This Koseisho Hatsu Ken No. 3 does not limit the number of nurses who may be 
employed in each prefecture but limits the number of nurses employed in esch pre- 
fecture for which erants-in-aid are made by the Ministry of Velfare, Any pre- 
fecture may employ more nurses than are indicated on the attached inclosure but to 
do so it must pay their sal-ries from prefecturei funds, 11 nurses are classified 
in different categories with the Ministry determining the number of persons whose 
salaries they will supplement in each eategory. 


A third class technician rating is the highest rate of salary a public health 
nurse on the prefectursl level can hold at the present time,

Trial Delays 


One fact which detrimentally effects the lesson which should be leerned 
by narcotic law violstors given a quick trial, sentenced, and then immediate 
serving of any penal servitude so awarded, is the long delay betreen the time 
of apprehension and the date of trial, Instences are presently on record of an 
18 month delay and a considerable number of delays have avereged 12 months or 
MOre o 


Investigstion of such dcleys discloses th=t in some instences the case 
reports were not given the procurators by the prefectural narcotic officials 
and in others the procurstors had not forwarded the esse report, after their 
investigation or perusal, to the courts for inclusion on the trial calender. 


In other instances the courts have delayed placing narcotic violetion cases upon 


the trial calendar considering other types of violstions 1s being of more 
importance. } :

Another deley is caused when the defendant sppesls the courts decision to 
a higher court. UVelsys of from one to two vears have occurred due to this 
procedure, During these long delays the defendsnt is gencrally free to continue 
his violetions in cfforts to amass enough money to psy for defense attorneys and 
for the possible assessment of fines, »nd to gain and use outside influences towsrd 
lenient court decisions, :

Mcdical Profession and Social Insurance 


Beesuse of the vital rolo of thc medical profession in the operetions of the 


sociel insurances, it is necessary thet a good working reletionship between thet 
profession and cvery level of administration of social insurances. be maintained. 
Such reletionship is being developed through the mcdium of the Japanese Medical 

Association ond full cncouragement of its devclopment is being given. 


The Japan Mcdical Associetion has been iSteblished as * private, democrati- 


eally-governed organization with prefectural and local chepters, Each of the 
chapters has appointed committccs to handle social insurence matters, They are 
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represented on 211 prefectural and locel advisory councils established by the 
various socisl insurance laws to assure thet their viewpoint is considered. They 
are expected to assume the customary responsibility that such orgsnizations 
exercise with reference to their members, 


To indicate the n*ture of guestions end discussions thet have arisen in this 
interest of the J.M.A., the following is a summary of the generel question and 
enswer phase of a recent conference held with officials of that organization. 


1, The prompt payment of service fees to insurence doctors, with re- 
cognition of the fect that doctors ere required to operste their own affairs on 
a cash basis, but must in many cases, wait unressoneble psriods for payment of 
services ‘rencered to insured petients, In this connection the esteblishment »nd 
functions of the Medical Fee Fayment Fund, favored by insursnce doctors, was < 
discussed, The Fund promises to remedy or alleviste the payment situction but’ it 
was noted thet experience with the Fund, to dete, has been discouraging and vill 
require more initiative and follow-up action on the part of government officials 
and insurance administrative units, 


2. The importance and scope of the Netional Health Insurance program 
and the possibility of 2 prefectural-National Health Insurance administrative or- 
ganization rether then municipal administretion in prefectures thet cannot support 
municipal administrative units. 


3. The lack of provisions in the Japanese social insurance laws 
designating and giving due considerations to the differences in skills end train- 
ing of doctors. This was believed 2 mejor irregulsrity in the Jews which, in 
the Bost, has contributed to poor service and indifference on the pert of doctors 
end can only cause similar troubles in the future. 


4, The over-utilizetion of the progrems by the insured members with 
useless calls for trestment, postponed and night calls without good cause, and a 
general unrealistic attitude with respect to entitlement to service and attention 
beyond the limits of insursnce resources, This is causing marked difficulties in 
sever?l areas. In discoursging this over-utilizstion tendency snd its abuse to 
the program thought is being given to sponsoring = chenge in the laws which would 
require partisel peyments in e~sh, in addition to insursnce benefits, from esch 
insured member on each call, It is believed thet such restriction or requirements 
would retard over-utilizetion practices and permit better services to those in 
actusl need, 


5. The possibility of using » combined fee-for-service and cspitation 
system in certain areas where medical service could not satisfactorily ne ‘used 
under the preferred fee-for-service system, 


6. A scheme, without sound actuariel or insurance planning, being given 
some attention in certain medical quarters to promote the removal of stirulsated 
medical ecsre fecs from 211 social insurance laws. ‘As a substitute the plen rould 
provide the insured member with rights to obtain certain funds thet could bo used 
to secure medical service directly from a private doctor, This would dispense 
with all control provisions in the insurance Jews over insurrnce doctors, 


7,. The problem of stendsrdizing medical care especially the limits of 
"minimum medicel care," Cuch is believed to embrace a high standard in scrvices 
and supplies yet remain within the resourecs of the insurance system. This deter- 
mination is proving to be a difficult one 2nd it was emphasized tht more con- 
ferenees were nceded by the Medicel Care Advisory Council and the Medical Fee 
Calculating Committcc, It was recognized thet ccrtain deleys have been encountered 
in the formstion of these guiding bodics but that such were cleared in December 
1948 and immediate action is now expected, 


Tho. discussions throughout the conference were marked by a sherp interest 
in the soci#l insurance problems ond administretion and.a sincere desire of the

Deaths (all ages): Deaths tctalled 71,946 in November compared with 70, “or 
in October.

It was more than 10 percent below the rate (12.3) in the same period of 1947 
and netrly 30 percent less then the median November rete (15.4) for the seven

The death rate in all "shi" combined (10.1) was 11 pevesnt less than in 
#11 "gun" (11.4). Rates among the prefectures ranged from 8.7 in Tokyo-to to 
13.5 in Ishikawa and Iwate Prefectures. Twenty-nine prefectural rates were 
within plus or minus ten percent of the national rate. Fourteen were higher 
and 3 were lower. :The highest death rates were recorded in Ishikewa, Iwate, 
Akita, Aomori, Toyama and Yamagata Prefectures.

Infant Deaths: Infant deaths numbered 12,524 in November compared with 10,040 
in October.

However, the rate usually increases in November and it should be 
noted that the current figure was the lowest on record for November. It was

stillbirths: The number of stillbirths aeélined’ (from 12,915 in October to 
12,273 in November) for the first time since June.

was 56.7. It was 13 percent higher than the figure (49.4) for November 1947 
and ll percent higher than the nedian rate (50.2) for November during a 
seven-year period 1935~ 1941.
